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colour, if not support, to the oft-repeat- 
ed assertion that the people themselves 
are not above suspicion, and that a 
seditions feeling is spreading far and 
wide in China. Oue of our Corres- 
pondents in Tiontsin, who mixes freely 
with all classes of Chinese, tells us of 
the apathy of the people there with 
regard to the embroglio in Annam. 
At present-the-whole affair seems such 
a long way off—in point of distanco— 
that it does not appear to them asthongh 
the matter concerned them very mach. 
Bat, adde our Correspondent, “it might 
be different if the Government should 
actually become involved ; for it is safo 
to say that there is very little affection 
felt for this dynasty by the people, and 
it is said that fally half the men belong 
to some Secret Society which has o 
more or less remote connection with 
the White Lily Sect All this is 
suggestive of very serious thought as 
to what might be the result were China 
to declare war against a foreign Power. 
A rising, if such were to occur, and if 
it once got headway and escaped being 
nipped in the bud as recently in Wa- 
chiang, would, we believe, spread over 
a vory large portion of the Empire. It 
would, also, as far as we can judge, be 
directed primarily at any rate against 
tho provincial mandarius as a class, 
who, with a few honourable exceptions, 
have certainly not won either the 
confidence or the respect of the people. 
Tt is these considerations which, in our 
viow, should constitute the strongest 
argument ou the part of China again 
plunging into a foreign war, There is 
no doubt that. whatever might be the 
oventual result of » struggle with 
France, China would bo left to a very 
great oxtont unprotectea~ wien ner 
own froutiers meauwhbile. Itis thought, 
and with some justice, by many well. 
informed porsons, that were war ac- 
tually to break out it would be carried 
into China itsolf, Pressuro would be 
brought to beat upou her on her own 
coasts, aud possibly even upou her 
Northern ooasts; Anuam would of 
course bo strongly garrisoned meau- 
while, but the fighting would take 
place in China, Wore this policy 
carried out tho enemy would escapo 
the torrible daugers incident to a 
campaign ina couutry where the deaths 
from dyseutry would probably outaum- 
ber even those incurred in battle, aud 
* China would be distracted by the pr 
senco of a foreign army in her own 
provinces—it might be, evev, near 
the Capital itself. We are convinced 
that such a disaster would prove the 
very opportunity for which the dis- 
affected communities have been wait- 
ing, and of which they would take 
the promptest possible advautage. It 
will therefore be prudent for the 
advisers of the Emperor to take this 
contingency into very serious considera- 
tion, Is it worth while, in order to 
maintain a doubtful claim, and to 
preserve slonder and wholly unprofit- 
able relations with a distaut aud bar- 
barons country, to risk so grave a 

















danger as an insurrection within the 
Eighteen Provinces ? Threatened by 
France in the South, and Russia on the 
North-west, with anxieties both pres- 
sing and manifold besetting her on all 
sides, could China withstand the ad- 
ditional and far graver embarrassments 
likely to arise from an internal ont- 
break? ‘That is a problem for tho 
Chinese Government to solve: The 
Tai-p'ing rebellion was put down, 
partly at any rate, by the assistance of 
Colonel Gordon. But we do not think 
it likely that any foreign Power, ot the 
representative of any foreign Power, 
will again take up arms in defence of 
the Ta Tsing dynasty. If the Govern- 
ment of China is called upon to cope 
with another insurrection, it will have 
to do so single-handed ; single-handed 
in au additional sense, for Lor other 
hand would, in the ciroumstances we 
‘are supposing, be fully occupied in 
grappling with foreigu foes, It is no 
more than the trath, as a Correspon- 
dont remarks clsowhere, that tho 
present crisis in Chiva is the most 
important she bas passed through since 
the Treaty of Tientsin ; and: this fact, 
if daly impressed upon her, should lead 
to the adoption of wiser nnd more 
moderate counsels thau some observers 
soem inclined to give her oredit for at 
the moment,

“Left Hongkong for Yokohama at 
a.m. on the 6th inst. with strong winds 
from E, to N.E. which increased to a 
violent gale on the 8th, the seas breaking 
over the ship, sweeping decks fore and aft 
aud carryi Dgamay water-closets, hen-coops, 
gangway ladders, etc. At 7 p.m., in lat. 
25 N. and long. 120 E., the gale increased, 
and there being every appearance of its 
continuing, the vessel was put back for 
Amoy, where we arrivedat noon on the 9th, 
and sailed again on the 10th with wind from 
the N.E. to E. and E.S.£, On the 12th i 
was blowing a strovg gale with high 
on the 13th, the gale increasing, very heavy 
seas sweeping over the vessel, carrying 
away deck cargo, poop ladders, ice-chests 
and everything movable, put the engines 
slow and hove to, with head E.N.E., at 7 
pm 28 N. and 126.50 E., blowing with 
jurticane force from E.N-E. to E.S.E.; 
shipped a very heavy sea, starting deck 
houses, sending large quantities of water

OHINA’S CLAIM TO THE SUZERAINTY OF 
: ANNAM, 
In our previous article upon the ‘ Chi- 
nese View of the Annam Question’ we 
ealt principally with the proposals 
made by-M, Bouréo for submission to 
the French Government, and touched 
only very slightly upon tho more im- 
portant ‘feature of the Document,—the 
arguments by which the claims of China 
to the suzerainty of Annam aro sup- 
“ported and enforced. The subject has 
“been so much written about and dis- 
soussed that it is entisfactory to hear 
what tho Chinese themselves have to 
say abont it, aud we have vow an 
exoellent opportunity of sesing bow 
‘far they are ablo to show any reason 
why their pretensions should bo enter- 
tained. 
‘The first poiut that mevts our eye in 
‘reading ‘the Document with this aim in 
view is.an appeal to history. “History,” 
‘says the writer, “has never omitied 
to imoution the suzerainty of China 
‘over Aunam.” Ib was, wo believe, 
‘Sir ‘Robert Walpole who was guilty 
of the. aweepinig assertion that history 
vis all lies;” and far be it from 
us to apply so great a libel to tho 
volumiuous History of Chins, Still, 
‘one does ocoasionally meet with state. 
‘ments in Chinese historical works which 
‘oan soarcoly be accepted au pied.de la 
‘lettre, There are many things that 
Chinese history “bas never omitted to 
mention” which nevertheless bear a 
‘gomewhat suspicious appearance to the 
‘oritical faculty. Even Mencius said, 
int a:woll-known and often-quoted pas- 
‘mugo, Ukab ib rrould- bo bottor to bo 
without the Book of History altogether 
than to believe everything that it con- 
tains, ‘With regard to the nover- 
failing assertion in history-booke that 
‘Obina has always been the suzerain 
of Annam, it is permissible to hint that 
in all probability Anvam is by no means 
the only country which has been thus 
honoured. ‘The pages of the Peking 
Gazette would, if ransacked, be found 
-to contain references to other Tributary 
States, such as England, France, and 
Auerica ; and although Chinese states- 
men ‘have grown wiser of late years 
the: fact remains that “history” might 
with equal force be appenled to in 
order to prove the subjection of far more 
countries than Chiua, for many centuries 
of her existence, had ever so much as 
heard of. In truth it would be decidedly 
‘Smpolitic for foreign uations to regard 
with any seriousness the description ap- 
pliod to themin the annals of the. Chinese 
Empire. By the merest chance, there 
lies on our table, as we write, a fine 
copy, in forty volumes, of tho Tang 
Sha, or History of the T’ang Dynasty. 
‘It-is ono-of the standard histories of 
iucluded under 


the:-category of JAZ or “ Eastorn 
Barbarians,” while the Japanese them- 
j are politely réferred to as wei-nu 


~ (Big) or “dwaxf-slaves.” That the 




















Japanese are not of commanding stature 
may be fraukly conceded; bat. the 
word “slaves,” as applied to a race 
characterised by such fierce chivalry as 
the ancient inhabitants of Japan, must 
kuowledged to be a little mis- 
‘We quote the instatice, in 
passing, as a case in point, but do uot 
dwell upon it. The historical anecdote 
which follows the statement we bave 
criticised is extremely interesting, bat 
does not, we fear, help the matter 
very much, We are informed that 
upon oue occasion the Emperor I Tsu, 
or T’i Tsu as he is more generally 
called, the first monarch of the Sang 
dyunsiy, “with an axe mado of pre- 
cious stone, marked the soathorn sky 
as the boundary-line of bis dominions, 
and exclaimed, ‘Beyoud ‘this, uothing 
belongs to me,’” At first sight it 
almost seems as if the impressive core. 
mony here narrated took us back to 
the Stone Age, ‘Tai Tsu, however, 
lived in the 10th century of the Chris- 
tian ere, when the rough-hewn stone 
which once formed the implements of 
his remote predecessors had, nt lenst, 
been polished. Bat there is.a poetio 
vagaeness about the limits of the Empire 
as laid down by this monarch which we 
are afraid requires more than the art of 
a modern diplomatistto interpret. When 
M, Bourée and Li Chung-t‘ang talk 
about the coufines of Tongain aud a 
zono of neutral territory, wo fool that 
wo are to some extent on solid ground. 
Bat when the Emperor I Tsu of the 
Sung dynasty brandishes an axe and 
improvises a scientific frontier for his 
domivious by “marking the southern 
sky,” we acknowledge ourselves com- 
pletely in the dark, We have read:in 
Chinese history, the veracious character 
of which wo have already discussed, 
how P‘an-ku chiselled out the heavens, 
and how Nii-kas patched them up a 
fow millouniums afterwards, when they 
had unfortunately got broken in a 
sonfie, Now we read that a Sung 
Emperor marked them with an axe ; but 
nuless he made a fairly deep dout, traces 
of which still remain, we do not quite eo 
how the boundary-line is to be distin. 
guished now. There is, however, one 
point in this auecdote of the highest 
importance ; and it lies in the conclud- 
ing seutonco, It is extremely satis 
factory to find an Emperor of China 
acknowledging that there is a limit, 
howover vague, to his dominions; and 
if he had only marked the earth ins! 
of the sky, which is surely of too im- 
palpable a cousistence to form a fitting 
record for so important an utterance, 
it is possible that some, at any rate, of 
the negotiations betweon M. Bourée 
and Li Hang-chang would have been 
unnecessary. To proceed, however : for 
many centuries we find China inter- 
foring, by fits and starts, in the troubles 
which seem to lave befallen the reign. 
ing families of Aunam, and affording a 
generous protection to those monarcbs 
who, by force of circumstances, ind 
been compelled.to resign their thrones, 
It is always pleasant to find sovereigas

offering an asylum to the less fortunate 
of their brethren who have been reduced 
to the position of fugitives. Higland, 
we are proud to say, has on numberless 
occasions thrown open her doors. to 
monarchs in distress. It was but na- 
tural that the dethroned Kings of An- 
nam should accept the protection ‘of 
China, and there was nothing strango 
iu the reigning Kings soliciting a 
recognition of their sovereignty from 
the Cliiuese Emporor, or appealing:to 
him for assistance in emergency. Suro- 
ly w small and feeble state may accept 
the aid of great and poworful stato, 
and offer presents in return, without 
sacrificing its national indepondence. 
So things wont on uatil the “8th 
yoar of tho Emperor Heion Fang of 
tho present dynasty, when a very seri- 
ous disaster bapponed to Annam, A 
Frovch expedition arrived, “under the 
pretext” of demanding redress for.the 
alleged oppression of some Christians 
ander the Avnamese Government ; and 
this expedition took no fewer than siz 
provinces from the King. Hore was.a 
fine opportunity for China to proteot 
her vassal, as she had done so often 
previously. Bat what aro wo told? 
“At that time China was too much 
occupied with her own affairs to .en- 
quire into tho matters going on-in her 
Tributary State.” A shabby excuse, 
certainly ; and in view of this failure 
of duty on the part of China. towards 
her vassal in its extremity, we are not 
surprised to read a little farther on that 
a treaty was concluded somo time after= 
wards between Annam and France, in 
which the French “completely ignored” 
the inty of China. Of course 
tho Chinese regard the action of the 
King in making o troaty.on such terms 
as something akin to rebellion; but 
strangely enough they seom to have 
taken no steps to chastise their rebel. 
lious vassal, boing probably still too 
much occupied with their own affairs, 
“ Unfortunately,” too, “China had no 
representative at Paris to bring the 
matter to the notice of the French 
Government.” Surely this is a most 
naive admission, And pray, we may 
well ask, whoso fault was that ?

In acting the part of Don 
Quixote toward damsels who do uot 
wish to be too much protected, or of a 
zealous Crown Advocate who insists on 
playing the champion for people who do 
not ask for his championship, sho is 
(surely blind to her trao interests. Chioa 
_has an undoubted right to protect her 
‘own frontiers. But let those frontiors be 
“‘Teasouably defined, and let hor take into 
oonsidoration whether the French, as 
commeroial settlers in Annam, would 
snob be better neighbours than the 
pirates and semi.savages who have 
‘dosolated the northern portion of it for 
“so long, Let hor maiutain due order 
in Yiionan, and oodperato with the 
French ‘in encouraging a stream of 
commerce into that provineo through 
tho Sangkoi River. It surely is short- 
sighted policy on the part of China to 
take upon herself the burden of all 
0 60-callod vassal-states which con- 
tribute nothing to her prosperity and 
nover send hor any contingeuts in time 
of war, aud possibly, evon, to let herself 
bo dragged into a war in defence of ono 
‘of them. Perhaps, however, she dis- 
trasts tho designs of France; and fau- 
cies that the limits of French ambition 
may prove quite as indefinite as those 
of the Chineso.

The argument is however 
really unaffected by this consideratiou, 
for probably no oue will gravely argue 
that our present state of civilisation is 
the result of a million years of progres 
Cataclysms and catastrophes have, no 
doubt, arrested the advancement of the 
species by sweeping whole continents 
bare of their inhabitants, aud in various 
ways interfered with or diverted the on- 
ward march of humanity. It is enough 
for our argument that five thousand 
years may suffice to raise the painted 
fotish-worshipper to the status of a 
civilised and intellectual being, aud ns a 
matter of fact the process has been com- 
pleted in very much shorter period 
in the conse of individanl nation 
iste thus opened to us is, there. 
fore, when closely examined, little 
less than dazzling. The proposition 
may bo pat in the form of a common 
rale-of-three sum: as tho primeval 
cave-man is, in point of knowledge, 
to Professor Tyndal, Mr. Matthew 
Arnold, or Mr. Herbert Spencer him.

We think it is Mr. Smiles who 
tells the story of a man who died in a 
madhouse, where le was confined for, 
avowing ‘his firm belief that, ere long 
it would’ be possible to travel by steam 
at the rate of forty miles an hour. At

Is 
there anything inherently absurd, then, 
in tho hope that even five hundred y 
hence tho people of that day will 
appliances for locomotion as much 
superior to a-London express-train as 
an express train is to a Chinese countty 
cart?

But in the days to come, 
we can fancy Mr, Edison being written 
of patronisingly as a man who certaiuly 
did good work in his time, but’ who 
was novertheless a very ignorant and 
very clumsy experimentalist ; his inven- 
tions boing regarded, porhaps, just as 
the foremost chronometer-maker of our 
own day may now regard the efforts 
of King Alfred to measure timo by 
candles, Already, however, Mr. Edison 
has in somo degree raised the veil 
of tho future, and by his extraordinary 
discoveries enabled us to imagine what 
the world will bo like when those dis. 
coveries become part and parcel of tho 
daily lifo of the inbabitants ; when the 
microphone, the photophone, ‘and the

By the application of scientific method: 
of enquiry, everything that happens in 
the world has been found to be 
governed by a law of average. ‘There 
will be so many fires, murders, suicides, 
rriages, and misfortuues of one kind 
d auother in any given period of 
time. So it has boon said, and, accept 











ing the theory as correct, it would 
be intoresting if philosophical investi 
gators would explain what laws, if 
any, prodace those remarkable modern 
offences—the reports of the American 
interviewer for the newspapers. Every 
now and then extraordinary crops of 
these appear, aud after a while, it 
would seem as if tho reporter ceased 
from his troubling aud the victims 
obtained some rest. Do auy uunatural 
laws regulate the appearance of these 
strange writings? Do they come into 
existeuce because society in America 
is at times bored beyond endurance, or 
the boys require fresh and pleasant 
excitement when Tammany is closed 
and persecution of the Chinese has 
palled on them? If so they are sub- 
ject to the old precise law of supply 
and demand, But this is unlikely ; the

Tt is quite certain that interviewers, 
like early strawberries aud oysters, have 
their season ; that these periods are of 
short duration, and when they are 
passed tho few contributions to gossip 
which appear in the papers have the 
same out-of-date look as last year’s 
bounets in shop windows, or an old- 
fashioned farce on the boards ofa 
modern theatre.

‘Tue, first paper in the number of this 
Reviow now beforo us seems a little out 
of place. Disquisitious on such a purely 
political and commercial subject as the 
Blockade of Hongkong may be of much 
intrinsic yalue, but we scarcely expect to 
find thom in a periodical devoted to ques- 
tions of literary and sinological interest.

slung at their backs ;

STRATAGEMS EXTRAORDINARY, 

‘THE FRENCH DEPEATED BY MEN OF STRAW. 
‘An amazing account of a further defeat 
of the French troops in Annam has ben 
forwarded to the Heiin-huan Jth Pao, a 
‘Hongkong native papor, by an imaginative 
Correspondent, in Haiphong. The letter 
is headed: “Further defeat of Frauce 
‘The new General 
wounded !—Great loss of the 
i ight of the 26th day of 
the 4th moon (June 1st), says the chiro- 
nicler, was intensely dark, and under 
cover of this darkness the Black Flags 
ily. approached within a judicious 
distance of the. French Camp, and there 
arranged in battle array a rauk of dummy 
soldiers made. of straw.- The effect was 
admirable in the gloom, aud when a row of 
lighted joss-sticks had beon set up in front 
ofthe dummy warriors the whole had aweird 
and perplexing effect which thoroughly de- 
csivedtheBroucharmy. TheFreuchscouts, 
on seeing, as they thought, the terrible 
Black Flags drawn up in battle array, rush- 
ed back to headquarters and gave the alarm 
to.tho.

As it was night-time 
the French didnot immediately give battle, 
but attempted to scare away the enemy by 
firing cannon. After. firiug. for over an

esterday I visited the 
theutre here (B sChén). The peo- 
ple were all well behaved, and made way 
for me. One of the notables ordered a 
chair to be placed for me in the principal 
seat, inside the pavilion of the Kuan-ti 
Mino, where were lots of gay lanterus re- 
presenting various scenes in the life of 
Kuan, the God of War, who was a uative 
of this place, or rather Chieh-chou—a city 
not far off.” ‘The notable showed mo a 
picture of Lin Pei, the founder of the 
Shu Han Dynasty, with Kuan Yo ou his 
left, in the place of honour, aud Chang Fei

We had to diverge to the west from the, 
main highway in order to go to the city 
Liwkien Hsien, When high officers of 
state pass this way they keep on the main’ 
road, and the magistrate goes personally 
staff to attend on the great mau 
kuan, or Hsing-tai, the regular’ 
iow for entertaining high travelling 
AlL2 p.m. we reached our de- 
stination, We were put up in a wretched 
place aud had to argue very strongly with 
the Yamenites in order to get our poor 
rations, they offering about half the quan- 
tity with much insulence, I was at last 
obliged to interfere on belialf my servants 
—a thing I very rarely do, My men were, 
like Jambs amongst wolves, and I thonght 
they might come to blows. At the last 
two or three places we have put up iv, 
T noticed that the doors had ledges 
to prevent the wind coming in, some- 
thing like the doors of foreign houses ; 
here, however, the doors will barely keep, 
dogs out, This place suffered very much 
during the late famine will take some- 
time to recover. I notice that one of the 
Yamonites in attendances is a “flash young 
mau” from Lientsin, with a decidedly: 
Enropean of countenance, probably 
uherited from some of the British occupiers 
of his native city some twenty years or 80 
ago. “There is no mistaking the Gnely 
chiselled features of’ European type for 
the old fashioned, worn-out avgularities 
of Uhe Chinete mottled form; the former 
look as if just issued from the sculptor's 
studio, the latter from a founder's shed. 
‘The weather became much colder as the 
day passed away, aud the northerly gale 
blow straight into the doors of our stalls— 
they do not deserve the name of chamber: 
Each apartmentis about twelve'feet square, 
formed by a mud partition elevated about 
the roof of a long shed,

‘Dec. 16th.—On leaving Liv-kien Hsien, 
wwe came into a perfect net-work of roads 
leading in all directions, and tho weather 
‘was so cheerlesa that uo one ventured to 
show himself till abont nine o'clock, when 
we found that we were not far out of our 
course. We met an old man with a wretched 
donkey and a good saddle ; 1 swapped 
iny old saddle and three pieces of silver for 
the old man’s, and hurried off again, 

We hulted at midday in Ké-lao Chou, 
a town of thirty odd familior, and only one 
cart ins, Food is somewhat cheaper liere 
than at the other side of the Ping-yang Plain, 
becatise there is no placs to dispose of the 
grain ; the freight for three or four days’ 
journey would nearly double the price, 80 
it is sold for what it will fetch here.” Tt 
might be much cheaper, or at least food at ° 
the inns would be cheaper, if it were not 
that coals and firewood are scarce aud costly, 
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In the afteroon we passed some ancient 
tombs and monumental stone men, rams, 
and tigers, as well as posts; two of each 
forming a row on each side; that is, the 
grave appeared to have faced the south, and 
fo have had a stone tablet before it; then 
¢ame the two stone men some niue or ten 
fost high, and twenty yards off, in front of 
the grave, and about twenty yards apart 
from each other; then aram on each side; 
thon a tiger on each side; then two stone 
pillars, like two immense candles with a 
flaming head—all facing inwards and 
bearing marks of agood old age. The 
gravemounds were almost level, and the 
stone tablets overthrown. There appeared 
to bo two smaller graves beside the princi- 
pal ove,—probably the wives of tho im- 
Portant ‘personage whose grave was thus 
ornamented. ‘The men and animals were all 
in good condition and proper position, but 
one of the candles, like tho tablets, was 























broken and down’'on the ground.’ We 
sighted the city of Pu-chou Fu ina plain 
lower than the plateau over which 

have been travelling. Woe sighted a pa. 





goda on a hill to the left, and euter- 
ed the city by tho east gate. 

‘The suburb has many houses in ruins, 
and afew shops, and the city itself is a dull 
place. Before reaching the suburb I noticed 
‘that the ground was all covered with white 
saline or alkaline matter exuding from 
tho soil, which is probably rich in these 
products. We halted in the heart of the 
city at the quarters prepared for us b; 
the offici Everything was in readi- 
ness, and not a word was spoken louder 
than it ought to be—very different from 
the stato of things yesterday at Liu-kien 
Halon, where the European-faced young 
blade tried to show off his consequentiality. 
This place, I-am told, is famous for white 
honey and dried persimmons like figs. The 
women wear a curious head-dress and have 
a differnt way of binding their fect. ‘This 
is the last city in Shansi province, at 
to-morrow, if all goes well, we shall cross 
into Shensi.

one he now holds. Some time since Pao 
‘Ting was continually being advanced, as 
he was a man who had the courage of 
speech, until he was raised to the post of 
Vice President of a Board. He fail 
however, to keep his own propensities 
roper check when charged with special 
Baty, and himself fell into the errore [that 
ho was so ready to denouuce ] Hisdismissal, 
accordauce with the sentence of the 
Board, was undoubtedly merited. The 
ower and privelege of taking oficers from 
Qogradation, and blotting out their trans:

When tho 
funds were raised, orders were given for 
work to be commenced in the Departs ts 
and Districts along the Groat River, either 
by the authorities, or by the people 
where they ware in a position to do so, or in 
some cases, by tho joint efforts of both. 
At every place he visited along his line of. 
route tables were erasted for burning, ny/ 
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censo, the people, young and old, knee! 
in adoration on either bank, whi 
of tongues proclaimed in nes 
happy harvest prospects in Store for them. 
As far as the eye could reach the country 
was bright with the verdure of beans or of 
wheat, whilat those who were preparing 
the soil for rice were shouting to their oxen 
as they ploughed the land ; for it was just 
the busy time of spring. Rows of young 
mulberry and elm trees were to be seen 
on every hand, and the willows had burat 
out into pendent ropes of green, pro: 
claiming the advance of spring. As his 
boat progressed through the water, smooth 
aa a mirror, amidst their amiling surrounds 
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ings, the appetite of the Memorialist, grew 
keener with each meal, while such a happy 
calm pervaded his soul that he forgot the 
cates of office fora while.

FIRE IN THE FRENOH CONCESSION, 
Atabout half-past twelveo’clock on'Thurs- 
day afternoon (16th) a fire which assumed 





serious dimensions broke out Chinese 
silk and calico store at the north-east corner 
of the Rue Petit and Rue du Consulat. It is 





said that one of the residents upset some 
Kerosene oll ovar a light, and proceeded to 
spread the fire in all directions by pouring 
water onthe troubled oil, but, as usual in 
these cases, the occupants of the house got 
out of the way of all euquities as quickly as 
possible, aud nothing certain ean therefore 
0 ascertained as to the cause of the fire. 
ich constable was passing near th 
tthe time, and on noticing volume 
of smoke pouring from an upper window. 
heat onco gave the alarm. As soon as the 
smoke was observed from the Contral 
Police Station, a telegraphic message was 
despatched to the French Police Station 
asking the whereabouts of the fire, but as 
ho answer was received for a considera. 
time, owing to the wires being foul, there 
was ‘some délay befere the proper’ s 
could be given, Superintendent Penfold 
having-to send a messonger to find out the 
locality of the fire and to await his return 


before ringing the bell. The ‘Torre 

fire-engine, however, was very set on 
the scene, followed by the Frepeli Manual 
engine and the “ Vietor isa & com- 
mendably short space of time all threo 
engines were got into play, aud three 
steady streams of water were brought to 
bear on the flames from the side nearest 
the Creek. Buildings on both sides of 
the Rue Petit were by this timo on fire, 
and the wind had also carried the flames 
across tle Rue du Consulat.. ‘The flames 
stretching from side to side of the Rue 
Petit prevented the fremen from making 

































their way through, and, for some fifteen or 
twenty minutes, the houses on the south, 
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side of the Rue du. Consulat burned un- 
checked by water; and in spite of the 
vigorous exertions of. the “Mih-ho-loongs 
and-members of the Hongkew Hook 
and Ladder Company, who arrived early. 
on the. scene with their weapons: of 
destruction, the flames spread. rapidly. 
Meanwhile, however, the “Deluge” had 
‘arrived at thé Crock, and some 
Gifficulty her hoso was cartied round an 
alley to the east of the Ruo Petit, and 
stream of water was brought to bear on 
the southern portion of the fire. Two doors 
from the house in which the fire broke out, 
a fire-wall separated a large Chinese store 
from the burning buildings, and although 
this store was surrounded on three sides by 
the fir it escaped with comparatively 
littlo injury. In spito of the, crowds of 
Chinese hurrying in all directions with 
their property on their backs, good order 
was kept, and the steady streams of water 
from five engines—the Hongkew Engine 
having arrived soon after the * Delug 
soon took effect upon the flames, The fire 
however, kept breaking out anew in un- 
expected places, and all branches. of the 
Firo Department, assisted by the French 
Consular staff, the Frenchand English polico 
the Canton Piece Gooda Guil the 
and others, wero, at work 
me four or five hotrs, before the 
flames wore thoroughly subdued. A China- 
man who persisted in etanding behind a 
wooden wal hho-loongs were 
Plving. their axes had his foot aevorely out 
74 falling pano of plato glass, but beyond 
this, although the hooksmen apprared so- 
veral times to be in imminent poril from 
njuties to the 
‘hen it was found thal 
m_of water from ench 
wufficient to, quell the flames, double 
streams, wore put on, ‘The Waterworks 
Company lost a good opportunity of show- 
ing, valuo of their hydrants as.thoy did not 
supply water ; this was all the more to. be 
rogretted as the tide, was, lov—a frequent 
caso, whon there ara fires. ‘The ‘ Victoria’ 
‘was out for the firat time after having been 
repaired. For a timo, this engine had to 
stop, nut from any defect, but because, 
owing to lownoas of tho tides, the pumps 
augked up mud, and this got into the valve 
Several of the othor engines also pumped 
up mud, which was dol through the 
hose, adding a very unpleasant odour to 
tho other inconveniences of the fire. The 
volume of water thrown by the engines 
was immonise, as could be soon. from the 
juantity, which found its way-back into.the 
‘ang:king-pang... 
‘After working for upwards of four hours, 
threo enginen.were ordered to reel up and 
0 home, the Hook and Ladder Companies 























































dup and went home. 
Athy and alty shopa for the sale of miscel 
neous goods were destroyed. before. the 
fisines were subdued ; several of them con- 
tuined stock-in-trade of considerable value, 
and. tho.,total damago is very:groat. Part 
of the property in. the Rue Petit. belovgs 
to Mr;:H: Lester, but is leased to a China- 
mon. The rest. of, the houses were, for 
the, moat part, Chinere, owned, s, few 
of them belonging to Mr. Chén Chu-ping. 
All the property is said to.have been. fully 
\ insured. . Seeing that on. Thursday. was mail 
doy, the. firemen deserve. great praise for 
turnitig out in such numbers. As for. the 
Chinese spectators, they could be counted 
by. thousandas. It is fortunate that the fire. 
occurred during.the. day,. otherwise the 
ighthave been much more serious. 
The sailors of the German Home were 
conspicious,. in, their exertions. to save 
the effects from the burning houses before. 
tho fire. engines arrived, and on Monday 
last. the. French Consul-General, through 
BM. Binos, Superintendent of the. French 
Police, thanked the men, who bad. beei 
asked,,to.call-at.the Municipal. Hall for

‘The Committee, have much pleasure in 
presenting to the members and the public 
the report of the Society’s eleventh year.

‘TUE ANNAM QUESTION. 
To the Editor of the 
Noxtu-Cutxa Dany News. 





to the Feancu-Chinese ‘Tonquin question 
which have been published in your news- 
paper, that o ial and important 
reason why tl © object to the 
French occupation of Annam has been kept 
out of sight, or at least has not beet 

ici joned. It is, that China views 
prospect of the land fron- 
rs of her territory bécuming coutermin- 
ous with those of countries the possession 
of which has been acquired by European 
Powers. 

In tho document you lately published 
purporting to give tlie Chiueso view of the 
pending question with France about A 
nam, there is indeed mentioned, as 
eventuality, the extousion to the provin 
of Yiiuuan of foreign commerce, should the 
frontiers of that province become accessible 
to trade through the opening of the Sung- 
koi river to foreign uavigation. Ic is aleo 
stated, in a tone of remonstrauce, that 
such an opening of Yianan to foreign 
commerce would be au object of illegal 
attainment without the previous conseut 
or permission of China, Consequently on 
such expostulation, it may be safely assumed 
that the Chinese Government objects to 
its land froutier being exposed to trading 
relatious with a” neighbouring country 
wuder European influeuca or authority; 





































‘and the absence of any intimation 
document referred to that such permission 
for trade across the land frontiers might 
possibly be granted hereafter, either 
through international negotiation or other- 
wise, certainly implies that the consent of 
the Chinese Government to any such com- 
erce would be obtained only after con 
siderable opposition and difficulty, 

Such a conclusion, irrespective of other 
considerations, is, therefore, tantamount to 
the admission’ that the real reason of ho 
Chinese Government's aversion to French 
advances to the Yiiunan frontier, is, that 
the natural result of such ty to 
Chinese territory must lead to interchange 
of products between the neighbouring 
couutries, and in accordauco with the 

im pris obsta China is unwilling 
to allow Frauce to join land frontiers with 
her, lest the inevitable commercial open 
ing’ up of Yanuan and the Liang-Kuang 
from the laud side should take place. 

Although this motive has not been open- 
ly avowed by China through documents 
published in China, it has been known by 
those here and in Europe who havo
